permost story and

with

or more windows of each story above 
the first as to render access to su ch 
ladders or stairs from each story 
eas> and safe, the nu mber of su ch 
ladders or stairs to be constru cted 
being as herein set forth, towit: Up­ 
on each theatre there shall be at 
least one of su ch ladders or stairs 
to the ou ter walls of each side of 
said bu ilding which shall face u pon 
any street, avenu e, pu blic or private 
alley, or other open space or parcel 
of land, and u pon each of the other 
bu ildings herein above enu merated,

esteem. 
Doubtless Mr. Bryan will be happy. 
He should be, for only a few meD 
receive the flattering attentions that 
are to be lavished on hi.a 
Everybody is watching Mr. Bryan. 
The republican politicians are await­ 
ing the address he is to mak e with 
as much impatience as the democrat­ 
ic politicians. 
The latter are anx­ 
ious to k now what the creed of the 
party is to be two years hence. The 
former are hoping that Mr Bryan 
will pledge himself and his party to 
some fatal policy. He has had ana 
pie time to think over an address 
which probably will be the prelude 
of the campaign of 1908.

If they have a little good 
luck from now on they will mak e up 
a lot of time which was lost through 
misfortune.”

short recital might be interesting. 
A baptism of members of the Bap­ 
tist church took place on May 
4 
1873, on the river bank about three 
hundred 
eet west of the bridge on 
the north bank of the river. The hour 
was just after noon. Many persons 
returning from church paused on the 
bridge to observe 
the 
ceremonies 
that were tak ing place on the rivei 
bank . 
Many others walk ed across 
the bridge and a large crowd gather 
ed at the point where the immersion 
was to tak e place. 
The north span 
of the bridge on its west side was 
lined with people leaning upon the 
iron railing and watching the sight, 
while chatting and conversing cheer­ 
fully with each other. The water in 
the river was about three feet higher 
than its normal stage, and the cur­ 
rent was rapid. The depth of the 
river at that time was fully twenty 
feet immediately under the center of 
the north span of the bridge. 
With­ 
out a moment's warning the north 
span of the bridge sank from the 
piers, and with the exception of a 
few feet at the south end of the span, 
the entire framework with the crowd 
of people upon it was precipitated 
into twenty feet of water. 
Some 
good swimmers who were among the 
persons 
submerged 
immediately 


floated along as before with not a 
ripple on its surface, but nearly fifty 
unfortunate victims lay drowned ai 
its bottom. 
A considerable number 
of the bodies were recovered 
and 
drawn to shore within 
-he next half 
hour, but it is safe to ay that after 
the first ten minutes no one 
was 
saved alive. 
Quite a number of the 
persons lost were imprisoned by the 
iron 
railing of the bridge and were 
drowned without coming to the sur­ 
face. 
Owing to the suddenness of 
the cala&ity, and the depth of the 
water, it was impossible f<*r any one 
to 
be 
saved 
except 
by 
the 
quick est 
action, 
and 
such 
action 
could only be rendered by one indi­ 
vidual to due’ or iWo persons at the 
most. 
The utter falsity of the claim 
that this inmate of the penitentiary 
had personally rescued thirty

sons is therefore apparent. 
When a criminal has been convict­ 
ed at great public expense, and the 
question of his pardon is under con­ 
sideration, that question should be 
settled by the community where the 
crime took place.
